Spink Smythe may not withdraw any lot after a call for bids has been made with respect to that lot. however, 
the consignor of the property included in the lot (or any other lot) may bid on and purchase the lot for his/her own account. If he/she 
does so. he/she must pay both the seller's commission and buyer’s premium. Spink Smythe may have made advances and loans 
available to certain consignors and bidders in the sale, and may have a financial interest in any or all of the lots listed herein. 


1 The placing of a bid constitutes full acceptance of these 
Terms and Conditions of Sale by the bidder. 

2. The highest bidder acknowledged by Spink Smythe shall 
be the buyer. In the event of any dispute between bidders, 
Spink Smythe may, at its sole discretion, immediately put 
the lot up for sale again. Spink Smythe' decision shall be 
final and binding upon all bidders. A buyer's premium 
equal to 20% of the successful bid price of each lot up 
to and including $2,000.00 and 15% of the excess bid 
price will be added to each invoice and is payable by 
the buyer as part of the total purchase price. 

3. All bids are to be per lot as numbered in this catalog. 
Spink Smythe reserves the right to group two or more lots 
together and to withdraw, prior to call for bids, any lot or 
lots from the sale.

will be shipped via U.S. Express Mail to Post Office 
boxes, via Federal Express to street addresses, and 
FedEx ground for bulky large lots (in the U.S. only). 
Purchases shipped via FedEx will not be covered by 
Spink Smythe’ insurance in the event that the buyer 
has placed a "signature release” on file with FedEx. 
Buyer will be responsible for total purchase price in 
the event of loss. Spink Smythe cannot be and is not 
responsible for the loss of any merchandise shipped 
outside the United States and therefore insurance on any 
items to be shipped outside the United States is solely 
the responsibility of the buyer. It is also the responsibility 
of the buyer to provide adequate insurance coverage for 
the items once they are in his/her possession. Risk of loss 
shall be borne by the buyer following shipment of the 
items and Spink Smythe assumes no liability for 
merchandise lost, stolen or damaged while in the 
possession of a party to whom merchandise has been 
shipped. 

8. In the event a successful bidder fails to pay the charges 
due, Spink Smythe reserves the right to resell the 
merchandise and the buyer agrees to pay for the 
reasonable cost of such a sale including a 10% seller's 
commission, and also to pay any difference between the 
resale price and the winning price of his/her previously 
successful bid.

For Currency 



GEM UNC. (Gem Uncirculated) - The perfect uncirculated 
item, clean, bright, vivid, crisp (where paper permits), well-mar¬ 
gined, unimprovable, without folds. 

CHOICE UNC. (Choice Uncirculated) - A lovely uncirculated 
item, having only a hint of aging or unevenness of the margins, 
face or back, or narrow margins which take it out of the “Gem” 
class. 

UNC. (Uncirculated) - As made or issued, but margins may be 
poor, the item lightly aged, with border trimming. 

CHOICE AU (Choice Almost Uncirculated) - Essentially a mis¬ 
handled uncirculated item with deficiencies like a corner fold, 
teller counting smudge or count wrinkling. 

AU (Almost Uncirculated) - There is one fold, a teller counting 
smudge or counting wrinkling present. 

EF (Extremely Fine) - An item which may, at first glance, look 
uncirculated, but which has several petty folds, or a hard crease 
down the center perhaps with corner folds. Crisp, bright, vivid 
and pleasing, the paper as made, permitting. 

VF (Very Fine) - Typically an item marked by moderate 
quarterfolds with perhaps a few other signs of handling. Should 
be clean, not seriously aged, torn, or pinholed. 


F (Fine) - The last grade of an item in which the paper still has 
body. The folds are numerous and the design is beginning to show 
signs of soiling wear. 

VG (Very Good) - A well-circulated item, complete, unimpaired 
except for petty tears and splits, pin holes, some surface splitting 
along heavy folds and soiling. 

GOOD - An even more heavily circulated item with body holes, 
petty tears and splits, very soiled and tired, scarcely legible. 

Fair - Heavily worn, split, holed, up to 10% gone, legibility seri¬ 
ously impaired. 

Poor - A mere remnant, tattered and torn, scarcely readable 
with typically more than 10% of its surface area gone. 

Conditional Phrases 

ABT (before a grade) - A shade below the grade it precedes. 

PLUS OR + (following a grade) - A shade better than the grade. 

VF-EF (hyphen between grades) - The grade is about halfway 
between the two grades shown. 

VF/GOOP (slash between two grades) - Face and back are two 
different grades. The grade preceding the slash is for the face. The 
grade following is for the back.

Third son of Victoria I (1850-1942); Commander-in-chief, Ireland; Governor-general of 
Canada; brother of Edward VII. Good series of Autograph Letters Signed "Arthur," 2 p 
to 3-1/4 p, 8vo, each on stationery embossed with his seal, various places, )une 1920 - 
March 1922. All are to Lt. Col. W.E. Davies in various locations, but focus on his service 
in Ireland. In the first, written on black-bordered mourning stationery after the death of 
the Duke's daughter, Princess Margaret, in May, he relates that "Our 3rd B att'n were moved 
up to Liverpool on account of the \ police) strikes. I believe that their presence there has done a lot of 
good..." In 1919, the overworked Liverpool police went on strike, inspiring riots and loot¬ 
ing that was halted by the intervention of the Royal Navy. Here we see that troops were 
still keeping the peace nearly a year later. A letter from 1921 discusses an impending 
peace conference with Irish republicans, which Arthur thinks may fail, and if so, "god alone 
knows what is likelg to happen." On 1/11/22, less than a week after the Irish Assembly nar¬ 
rowly passed a peace treaty with the British, Arthur expresses the hope that “Irish affairs 
may ultimately work out better than you fear, of course the Irish must now manage their own affairs & 

I wish them joy of it. I trust that we have heard the last of that Mongrel | Irish President Eamon de| 

Valera, the sooner he is got out of the way, the better for Ireland..." De Valera had just resigned 
because he opposed the treaty. The split among factions led immediately to the year-long 
Irish Civil War; eventually de Valera would return to the leadership of the new nation, 
where he would be a dominant political presence until his retirement in 1973. All letters 
have mounting remnants on blank versos of their last pages but are VG/F. With three of 
the original holograph envelopes, the last extensively re-addressed in other hands.

Seven 
Autograph Letters Signed "P.T. Barnum," each 1 p, 8vo, Bridgeport, CT [61 and 
Philadelphia, 8/3-9/10/1866. All are to Mr. I.M. Hubbell, apparently of Cleveland, the first 
explaining that he expects to go to Illinois and "If I do 1 will lecture before your association if you 
desire for $100...My lecture pleases & 1 believe edifies at all events ‘Tis the best 1 have got!'" He later 
settles a Chicago lecture for October 17 and offers to go to Cleveland on his way back, on 
the last day of November.

That would be best for him, as "I should probably be fresher then than at the fag end of a 30 lec¬ 
ture tour." However, Barnum muddles his dates and finds that he may have trouble getting 
to Cleveland for a talk on the 15th because he has scheduled one in Wheeling on October 
13. Then Barnum's agent, Mr. Brown, seems to have engaged him for a rival association 
to Mr. Hubbell’s, and Barnum promises that “I don’t want to fall between two stools, but you 
ought to have me in preference to any other association." The showman encloses a second letter 
of the same date for Hubbell to show Brown so things can be settled. All letters are some¬

American statesman; Secretary of State under Wilson; member of the prosecution in the 
infamous Scopes trial; top populist leader of the late 19th century.

"1 have not 
heard whether you desire to trade your bull calf for [my] heifer. 1 have been away & have not been 
able to look up pedigree...\f you want to trade please let me know..." With holograph envelope for 
a letter of 4/7/1904. With four Typewritten Letters Signed "W.J. Bryan," 1/2 p to 1-2/3 pp, 
4to, on “Commoner" stationery, 5/28/1903-6/3/1905. One signed in pencil. All are to 
Vincent, also about livestock. Amusingly, Bryan writes in May 1903 that a particular cow 
"gave twelve gallons of milk after the first calf, and has given as much as twenty-one gallons in a day 
since the second calf was born..." only to correct himself in September, "If 1 s aid gallons instead of 
quarts, it was an unintentional error, as must have been apparant [sic] to you, because 48 quarts a 
day is far beyond the best record, and 84 quarts would of course be fabulous..." Always a man of 
integrity, he offers Vincent a refund if he was misled by the error.

He writes to H.K. Hallett of the 
Warren Steam Pump Company in Warren, MA, announcing that his next expedition "is the 
most important with which I have ever been connected. It was determined on by the government in the 
best interests of the nation...The purposes of the expedition are to substantiate this country’s claims to 
large areas of the Antarctic previously discovered by our nationals...I have agreed to loan the BEAR 
IByrd's flagship] to the government for the expedition..." but has not been given enough money 
to recondition the ship, and the costs of modernizing it are more than he can handle.

King of Spain (1748-1819, reigned 1788-1808); the second son of Carlos III, his brother 
being passed over due to mental retardation; a physically powerful man, he was nonethe¬ 
less dominated by his wife, Maria Luisa, and her lover, Manuel de Godoy; when he 
learned that his son, Ferdinand, was plotting with Napoleon against Godoy, Carlos took 
the latter's side, and found himself facing a popular revolt; he fled to France and abdi¬ 
cated in favor of Napoleon, who rewarded him with a pension. Lengthy Manuscript

Addressing the Commander-in-Chief |of the 
King’s German Legion, Prince Adolphus, the Duke of Cambridge], he communicates King 
George Ill's “Royal Pleasure that you do issue the necessary orders for the Hanoverian Legion, con¬ 
sisting of the Force in the Margin mentioned, to be marched to the neighbourhood of Dover in order to 
be embarked for foreign Service. Your Royal Highness will receive His Majesty's Pleasure for appoint¬ 
ing a Lieutenant General and a suitable staff for the said Corps. And...have the necessary arrangements 
made so that the Corps may be provided with Camp Equipage, Ordnance and Ammunition, to enable 
it to take to the field if necessary upon it's |sic] arrival on the Continent..." In the left margin of the 
first page is a list of the divisions that will make up the legion, totaling 6080 troops. 
Separation at left side fold and paper loss in blank top margin of first page repaired with 
matching paper, otherwise VG. Matted with a printed image of Castlereagh and contained 
under double glass to show both pages in a wooden frame, overall size ca. 19.5" x 23.25".

He writes his nephew, Prince Rupert, "'Whereas 
wee have newlye received information of the hazardouse condition of our affaires in Cheshire and 
Lancashire unlesse a Speedye Supplye of some fresh forces bee sent thither, wee having...designed our 
Right trustye &c the Lord [John] B iron unto that Employment, Our will and pleasure is that immedi- 
atelye upon sight heerof you give order unto the sayd Lord B iron to march with his regiment toward 
our Cittye of Chester wee havinge Likewise Commanded all the other Lancashire regiments to march 
away alsoe with all Expedition to joine themselves unto the sayd...Regiment..." Minor seal stains 
along top edge, otherwise VG/F. Rupert had just shown his usual daring and recklessness 
at the Battle of Edgehill a few weeks earlier, where he routed parliamentarian cavalry with 
Byron's support, but rode off in pursuit of them, leaving royalist forces without horse for 
most of the battle. Edgehill, which the King's men could have won, turned into a tactical 
draw. Rupert suggested a cavalry attack on London before parliamentary troops could 
return to it but Charles chose to move slowly, ruining any chance to seize the capital and 
possibly win the war. It was at Rupert's suggestion that Byron was put in charge of forces 
in Cheshire and Lancashire. Byron would win at Middlewich in January, and Chester 
became his base. After a long struggle, he was forced to abandon it to the anti-monar¬ 
chists in lune 1646. Documents by Charles I are not common, but those that concern the 
Civil Wars are quite rare and highly desirable, (photo) Est.

At the time of the final siege of parliamentary 
forces on the fortified town of Newark, Charles writes to his nephew, Prince Rupert of the 
Rhine, "Although according to your owne desire Wee have freely given our Passes unto your selfe, your 
Brother | Prince Maurice von Simmern), & such other Officers of Our Army as were with, yet Wee 
did not thereby intend that you should for any long tyme reside in any of Our Garrisons to the destruc¬ 
tion of their Provisions, nor much less to debauch any of Our officers & Soldiers to goe with you, wch 
you may remember Wee denyed you before you went hence...Whosoever amongst you shall endeavour 
any such thing, Wee shall esteem it a violation of Our Passe, & shall proceede against them as against 
persons out of Our Protection, wch Wee are confident none of you will doe..." He further commands 
that Rupert not stay in any of his garrisons longer than required to speed his passage.

Charles had fortified himself at 
Newark and resisted two sieges by parliamentary forces, the second siege lifted by Prince 
Rupert himself in March 1644. Charles had just returned to Newark after his army's defeat 
at Rowton Heath on September 25. Earlier that month, Rupert had surrendered Bristol; 
the King, believing he had been betrayed (for Rupert had been advising him to compro¬ 
mise with Parliament), removed his dashing nephew from command. Rupert rode to 
Newark for a formal exoneration, which he received, but the rupture between him and 
Charles was not healed and he rode off with many of the best royalist officers. It is to this, 
no doubt, that the present document refers. King Charles's letters from the English Civil 
Wars are the most scarce and most important of his autographs, (photo) Est. 3,000-4,000

3291 Charles II 

King of England, Scotland, and Ireland (1630-85, reigned from 1660); fled to the Hague 
during the Second Civil War; after the fall of the Commonwealth, invited to return and 
take the English throne; favored religious tolerance, and converted to Catholicism on his 
deathbed. Great Civil War content Autograph Letter Signed "Charles P." 1 p, 8vo, The 
Hague, lanuary 20, 1649 (old style). He writes to his first cousin, Prince Rupert of the 
Rhine, one of the greatest royalist commanders during the Civil War and at the time of 
this letter the head of the royalist naval forces: "1 am very glad to here your provisions are come 
to you, and that the shipys are in so good readines, and 1 hope by the next to here you are suplied with 
men and all things necesarie to put to sea...For the present I make but this bare and unprofitable 
acknowledgment of [your industry and care|. For that wch concernes the rest of your letter, I hope 1 
shall so well iustifie my affection and kindness to you, as no man will dare to say or whisper any thing 
to me in prejudice of it, and if any man shall be so bold...the reward of any such malice shall fall on the 
authors own haede..." Docketed on integral address sheet that is addressed in Charles's 
hand. Mounting or reinforcement strip at hinge. Worn, especially at folds, with minor 
holes not affecting text. Original seal present with an especially fine impression. Some 
foxing, mainly on address panel. Overall VG. This letter comes almost exactly a year after 
Charles l’s execution by Parliament. At the time, young Charles was trying to consolidate 
his support in Scotland, where he would begin his ultimately futile attempt to restore the 
monarchy. Rupert was outfitting to begin his career as, in effect, a pirate who preyed on 
the ships of the English and their Spanish allies. Charles II is not scarce, but his letters 
during the interregnum, especially those concerning the ongoing royalist cause, are rare 
and much sought-after, (photo) Est.

3292 Clarence, Albert Victor, Duke of 

Eldest son of Edward VII, dying before his father's accession (1864-92), older brother of 
George V; known affectionately as "Eddy". Delightful very early Autograph Letter Signed 
“Eddy," 2-2/3 pp, 8vo, on imprinted Marlborough House stationery, [ London|, 6/7/1872. At 
age 8 he writes to his great grand-aunt Cecilia Underwood, widow of Queen Victoria's 
uncle, the Prince Augustus Frederick, the Duke of Sussex. He pens in full, "my dear duchess 
of Inverness I thank you very much for the beautiful noahs ark you sent me the old noah is asleep at 
the bottom of the ark still I have not taken him out yet with love your affectionate Eddy". Mounting 
traces on blank verso of last page, original blotting of the childish script, otherwise VG. 

There has been much speculation about Albert Victor's mental state and capacity. 

However, the evidence suggests he suffered from a learning disability, especially when it 
came to reading and writing, and was ill-served by his early tutor, ).N. Dalton. Later teach¬ 
ers noted that he retained information well if it was spoken to him. The present letter, 
with a little boy’s careless hand and run-on sentences, shows no great disability, but only 
the sweetness and warmth that made Prince Albert Victor a favorite throughout the royal 
family, (photo - page 180) Est.

Colonial Governor of New York (1676-?, presided 1736-43); earlier, secretary of the 
province and later lieutenant governor.

He signs an 
Autograph Document Signed by Hugh Munro, who instructs, “Be pleased to pay out of my 
subsistance to Mr. Thomas Creavan or Order the soum of five pounds currant monie of New Y orke..." 

Slightly irregular edges, small closed tear at bottom repaired on 
verso, otherwise VG. Documents signed by early colonial governors are scarce, especial¬ 
ly this early, only fifty years after the English had captured the colony from the 
Netherlands, (photo - page 180) Est.

3294 Charles Emanuel of Sardinia 

King of Sardinia and Duke of Savoy (1701-73); an able soldier and negotiator, he navigat¬ 
ed a safe path for his kingdom amid the wars of larger neighbors. Scarce Manuscript let¬ 
ter Signed "C. Emanuel" as King, Q p, 4to Turin, March 24, 1759. He writes in French to 
Frederick II of Prussia, expressing "considerable regret from Your Majesty's letter...on the loss He 
has just experienced of Prince George Charles Emil, his third nephew, whom a premature death carried 
off..." Lightly toned but crisp and clean, overall VG/F. At the time of this family tragedy, 

Prussia was one of the many states embroiled in the Seven Years' War, from which 
Sardinia wisely abstained. Little George Charles Emil was the third son of Frederick's 
brother, Prince Augustus William.

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3295 Civil War: Soldier’s Letters and Papers 

An outstanding group of letters and other items by and about Union Cpl. Charles H. 
Daggett of the 1st Maine Regiment of Heavy Artillery. Includes 36 Autograph Letters 
Signed, December 1863 to June 1864, from various camps from Maine to Maryland, espe¬ 
cially Ft. Sumner and Camp Mansfield in the latter state, sending his mother and broth¬ 
er choice details of camp life. In March 1864 he becomes so ill that he is delirious and 
was “crazy when I was taken sick. I thought that I had a furlough and was going home...I felt real bad 
because they wouldn't let me get out of the cars, as I thought the ward was...” We recovers and is sent 
to Battery Cameron in Alexandria, VA, “the handsomest place that I ever saw...From here we can see 
the city, the dome of the capitol rising above every thing, long and chain bridges...On our way here we 
passed the residence of secretary \of War Edwin\ Stanton, so you see we are surrounded by big lugs..." 
Finally, on 5/25/64, he has seen battle at Spotsylvania and explains that "We have had 2 
battles, and lost severely. I am safe...We are bound for Richmond, this time in earnest. Grant is the 
man." He adds two days later that “Port Royal...on the Rappahanock about 16 miles below 
Fredericksburg. This is the place where our supplies come from. There are about a thousand ‘\ohnny 
Rebs’ here as prisoners...We are on the direct route to richmond, no change of programme...I thought 
I should feel 'skeery' when I should go into battle but I didn’t feel... I had my cap shot off and had to go 
bare headed..." He manages to miss the slaughter of Cold Harbor on the 31st, though in 
an undated, incomplete letter he gives descriptions of his daily activity, including an 
Original Drawing of an entrenchment. He writes on June 19 only that “Yesterday afternoon 
we made a charge [on the entrenchments at Petersberg], the regiment is all cut up. I'm wound¬ 
ed through the left knee, I am getting along nicely..." The next day he is forced to admit that 
“The knee was shattered and I had to stand amputation...I fell as I was going up to the rebel breast 
works... I am in the best of spirits, which all say will go a good way towards curing me..." Not until 
the 28th does he reach a regular hospital in Washington, though (written in another 
hand), "My wond is doing Better I am suffering a good deal but I bare it in the best of spirits." Three 
days later, a chaplain writes Mrs. Daggett to inform her that her son has died, claiming 
that he was on the verge when he arrived. With a receipt for the lad’s effects, including a 
New Testament (present). Also with a letter from Daggett's Sunday school honoring him, 
and his commission as a corporal. Finally, with a carte-de-visite Photograph presumably 
of Daggett. Overall, letters are VG, with expected soiling and fold wear. This group is full 
of good content, far more than can be related here, (photo - page 180) 

3296 Civil War: James R. O’Beirne 

Irish-born American soldier (1844-1917); volunteered fora one-month enlistment in the 
Union Army in 1861 but re-enlisted and was part of the "Irish Rifles," Co. C of the 37th NY 
Volunteer Infantry; wounded at Chancellorsville; last provost marshall of the District of 
Columbia, he was involved in the pursuit of John Wilkes Booth, for which he was award¬ 
ed $1000; given the Congressional Medal of Honor for his valor at Fair Oaks, Autograph 
Letter Signed "\as. R. O’B eirne," 2 pp, 8vo, NYC, 8/1/1885. To General loseph B. Carr, then 
Secretary of State of NY and seeking election as Lieutenant Governor, he promises to line 
up delegates in Brooklyn. He adds, interestingly, “Bye the bye, write me if your appt as made 
for Thursday, Friday and Saturday next will hold, in view of the funeral of Grant." Offsetting onto 
blank integral page, small closed tear at bottom of second page, otherwise VG. Ulysses 
S. Grant had just died on July 21. His funeral procession passed through New York on 
August 8, and he was laid to rest in Riverside Park, where he remained for 11 years until 
his tomb was built nearby, (photo - page 180) 

3297 Cleveland, Grover 

Twenty-second and twenty-fourth President of the United States (1837-1908, served 1885- 
89 and 1893-97); active in government reforms; earlier, Mayor of Buffalo and Governor of 
New York. Brief Autograph Letter Signed “Yours very truly, Grover Cleveland," 1/2 page, 8vo, 
on embossed address stationery, Princeton, New Jersey, April 6, 1901. To "F.W. Anthony, 
Esq." of Mattawan, Michigan, the former President pens, “The lectures which you mention will 
not be printed, I suppose, until they are published in the Century Magazine for the months of\une and 
Inly..." In very good condition. With original transmittal envelope in Cleveland's hand. A 
trustee of Princeton University, the ex-President also gave lectures there. These were 
finally published in book form in 1904 under the title Presidential Problems.

To Thomas Mounger, ration contractor in Washington, GA, he 
writes, “From the arrangements which have been adopted for holding a Treaty with the Indians...a 
large number of Rations will be required at Fort Wilkinson |near Milledgevillel ...Make necessary 
preparations to...issue such number of rations as any two of the Commissioners named...shall from time 
to time direct. The Commissioners are General |James| Wilkinson, Col. Benjamin Hawkins, and 
Andrew Pickens Esquire..." Integral address leaf bears his Franking Signature “H. Dearborn" 
at upper right.

Hawkins had long been the primary American agent with the Creek Indians, and Pickens, 
another Revolutionary veteran, had been an Indian fighter since colonial times.

First Lady of 34th President Dwight D. Eisenhower (1896-1979); publicly reserved, but pri¬ 
vately vivacious and outgoing, she was well prepared to become White House hostess 
after filling a similar role during her husband's steady rise to the highest rank of the mil¬ 
itary. Good content Typewritten Letter Signed “Mamie," 1/3 p, 8vo, on stationery of the 
Sunflower Hotel in Abilene, KS, 6/5/1952. She writes to her friend Mary Naiden in 
Lakeville, CT, that “Your note of the 24th reached me the day we left Paris. Both Ike and I appreci¬ 
ate the interest you took in passing on the stories regarding George. As you can imagine, we are in a 
complete tithy. Although I began this letter in Washington, we are now in Kansas, and go back to New 
York on Friday. Understand they will be quite hectic. If 1 don't get to see you this time, will see 
you...when we return from Denver..." Small nick and paper clip rust stain at top edge, other¬ 
wise in very good condition. Mamie and her husband had been stationed in Paris since 
early 1951, when General Eisenhower took his post as commander of NATO forces in 
Europe. The couple’s "tithy" was caused by the certainty of Ike's upcoming nomination for 
the presidency at the Republican National Convention just one month after this letter. 
He was nominated on the first ballot. With a TLS “Mamie," 1/4 p, 4to, on stationery 
imprinted with her name, Augusta, GA, 11/10/1952. In the week after her husband was 
chosen by an electoral landslide to be the next President, she writes to Naiden, “This is 
rather a form letter but 1 know you will understand that my correspondence is so terrific that at this time 
real letter writing would be impossible..." After a rote expression of thanks, she adds in an 
Autograph Postscript Signed “M” that she is “Really enjoying these few days down here -

Scarce content 
Document Signed “O: Ellsworth" 1 p, oblong 8vo, (Hartford, CT|, 1/30/1776, Pay order to 
treasurer John Lawrence in the amount of "Forty Nine pounds Ten Shilling & Seven pence" 
payable to Major John Chester "for A rms & Cloathing lost by Soldiers in Company in Charleston 
Fight for disbursements for Sick Soldiers..." Also signed by Lawrence and "Ez: Williams" 
Docketed on verso with the ADS “John Chester" in receipt of the payment. Age-toned, with 
some wear at folds, overall VG. The "Charleston Fight" took place in Charlestown on June 
17, 1775, at Breed's Hill, though it is commonly referred to as the "Battle of Bunker Hill" 
after a nearby redoubt.

On their way, 
they met a company of men in retreat and Chester ordered his men to fire on the com¬ 
pany's officer if he did not turn his troops around. Chester would be promoted to colonel, 
but in 1777 he returned to private life rather than exhaust his health and wealth in the 
Continental Army. He later became speaker of the CT legislature and a probate judge.

is quite an educated man and possesses much useful & varied information..." Old catalogue descrip¬ 
tion pasted to head of letter in blank margin; lightly age-toned, with edge and fold wear 
including minor splits at left edge, otherwise in good condition. In 1842, Sargent had 
published a lecture he'd given at the Boston Lyceum on naval improvements, specifical¬ 
ly Ericsson's caloric engine.

In each case he approves the transfer of shares in the 
Saratoga & Whitehall Rail Road Co. to himself. All are VG/F. Gould apparently purchased

First Lady of eighteenth President Ulysses S. Grant (1826-1902); stuck by her husband 
through his years of struggle to see him become the Civil War's greatest general and, 
finally, president. Interesting Autograph Letter Signed twice, "Julia Dent Grant," and {after 
postscript! “J.D.G.," 8 pages, 8vo [four pages turned sideways and written on as two 4to 
pages], on black-bordered mourning stationery.

This climate is exactly like that of 
Egypt and it is not necessary for me to leave home and friends, and cross the treacherous Atlantic ocean 
to enjoy the sunshine of Spain, or Egypt, when in forty eight hours, in a luxurious Pullman car, one 
one [sic] can reach this beautiful land of lakes, sunshine, and flowers. I am with my son Ulysses and 
family...We have a really fine table, the best water in the world (it is very like the Poland water) and 
the water we use for ablutions is delicious soft rain water: so that not only our health, but our compac¬ 
tions are being improved...What are you reading? I wish I could hear you talk again of 118th-centu¬ 
ry theologian and mystic Emanuel] Swedenborg. 1 am reading...Bourrainne's [sic, Bouriennel 
Napoleon; I love to read of great men, and you love to read of good men. Is that (not) so?...Do come, it 
will do you a world of good. I never will, if I can help it, remain another winter in the north...My little 
granddaughter Julia (daughter of Frederick D. Grant, then U.S. Minister to Austria-Hungary], 
not yet seventeen, was presented at the Court of Vienna, on Jan’y 9th, 93...They will be coming home 
soon..." She is called to lunch and signs off, but adds regards to Mrs. O'fallon's family 
members in a postscript. Age-toned, worn folds reinforced with scotch tape, otherwise 
VG. The O’Fallons were long friends of the Dent family, and were especially close to Julia. 
Mrs. O'Fallon's late husband, John, a nephew of explorer William Clark, had been one of 
St. Louis, Missouri's leading citizens and was closely acquainted with Presidents Grant, 
W.H. Harrison, and Taylor. The Grants would not stay long in Florida, and soon moved to 
California. A very rich letter, giving an uncommon look into Mrs. Grant’s interests and per¬ 
sonality.

Eighteenth President of the United States (1822-85, served 1869-77); the top Union gen¬ 
eral of the Civil War, rising from the rank of colonel; first man since George Washington 
to achieve the rank of lieutenant general in the US Army.

Any day during the week except the 
7th or 9th I would have had no other engagement." He hopes that “the Young Republicans of Kings 
co. may hear such words of encouragement as to strengthen their convictions that their political views 
are right...until...there is entire freedom to think and vote as each one likes, with [noj fear of ostricism 
|sic| or other harm...” Paper repairs to four spots in corners of second page where previ¬ 
ously mounted, affecting three words. Japanese paper repair to vertical hinge fold and 
four partial fold splits, age-toned, otherwise VG.

Less 
than two months after her husband's unexpected August 2 death during a West Coast 
goodwill tour, she writes to Postmaster General Harry S. New in Washington, "I am under 
the impression Warren had a box at the General Post Office there in Washington. The number is 1601. 
Should there be any mail please send it to me, also any charges there may be for the rent. I don't know 
where the key is." She sends her love to New and his wife in an autograph postscript. With 
original holograph envelope bearing a 2-cent stamp commemorating the late president.

Harding, Warren G. 

Twenty-ninth President of the United States (1865-1923, served from 1921); favored a 
"return to normalcy" after World War I; his administration suffered from corruption of offi¬ 
cials appointed by him; died mysteriously while on a speaking tour; earlier, a newspaper 
publisher and U.S. Senator. A fascinating group of six Typewritten Letters Signed 
“Warren G. Harding" as President, each about 1 p, small 4to, on White House stationery, 

9/22-11/6/1922. He writes to Mr. John Griffiths, a dealer in newspaper publishing equip¬ 
ment in Poughkeepsie, NY about the sale of the Marion Star, the newspaper he published 
before beginning his career in politics. In response to an inquiry about the sale of the 
paper for $350,000, he explains that "Twenty-five per cent of the stock holdings in the paper are 
held by the young men who are now making it a greater business success than I was able to do ...I would 
not think of pursuing any course which did not meet with their cordial approval..." On 9/30, he clar¬ 
ifies that the person making the purchase (who is not named) should come to 
Washington to discuss terms. He makes it clear that other than the over 75% he owns, 
those who run the paper hold "approximately $19,500.00 par. Of course, none of them desire to 
sell." He will not let go of his shares unless they are treated properly, noting that the paper 
is "very successful." On 10/5, he refers to the would-be purchaser, Mr. Ernest L. Owen, whom 
he knows “from his early days in the newspaper business at Marion." However, Owen receives a 
telegram from Owen that "banking conditions" in Marion make the deal impossible and 
sends it Ipresent] to the president, who answers that "I would not care to entertain any propo¬ 
sition which did not provide for cash payment so I would be completely relieved of all interest." Griffiths 
then learns that payment can be arranged by using banks outside Marion, where the nec¬ 
essary capital is simply not available! After the president expresses unease that the sale 
might be discussed with Marion bankers, he is told that the deal was undertaken with 
complete discretion,, to which Harding replies, "The assurances conveyed |in your letter) are 
very ample." With typed envelopes for all of Harding's letters and carbon copies of four of 
Griffiths', as well as two of his holograph drafts, two telegrams, and a card with shorthand 
notes on it. All the Harding material is lightly soiled and otherwise VG, while support 
items are all quite fragile and toned, though still Good. The president completed the sale 
over the next few months and it passed over the decades through various hands 
Currently it is owned by the Gannett Company. Surely the money involved was intended 
to prepare for a comfortable retirement—it would be about $3 million in 2008 dollars— 
for Harding, just 58 years old, was tired of the stress and scandal of the presidency.

The Hudson’s Bay Company is the oldest corporation in North America, founded in 1670 
(just a few years after Spink!). Once the largest landowner in the world, it comprised 1.5 
million square miles under its grant to all the land reached by rivers draining into 
Hudson Bay. It held the English monopoly on the Arctic and subarctic fur trade, estab¬ 
lishing "factories’' on the bay to which Native American fur trappers would bring their 
pelts in exchange for tools, blankets, and other necessities. The company exists today pri-

Jefferson so that your part became 31.4 to be cred¬ 
ited in our account. I do not recollect whether I was to pay you or not for mr. Duke, so you can either 
recieve & pay him...or give him an order for it on mr. Jefferson, as it is hazardous to send money by the 
post I procured an exchange of money here with a person who was to recieve money there...I have desired 
mr. Jefferson i]f] there is any delay to let me know by return of post...I am very sorry indeed to hear of 
so poor a chance for hiring laborers. It will be a serious embarrasment to me. I am in hopes you will have 
been able [t]o procure me some. 1 have not yet heard of Powell’s going up to stay; but have written to 
mr. Eppes (John Wayles Eppes, Jefferson’s son-in-law] to press him off. I am not yet able to give 
you information as to Journey work here.” Jefferson has written over the word “Monticello” at 
head to change it to Washington. Silked with some expert restoration at folds, resulting 
in the loss of an occasional letter or word, however the writing and signature remain clear 
and strong.

Johnson, Andrew* 

Seventeenth President of the United States (1808-75, served 1865-69), succeeding on the 
murder of Abraham Lincoln; first president to be impeached, keeping his post by a sin¬ 
gle vote; only US Senator from a seceding state to remain loyal; military governor of 
Tennessee. Outstanding partly engraved Document Signed "Andrew Johnson" as 
President, I page, folio, on vellum, Washington, 4/27/1865, Johnson appoints " John 
Craig...Millitary StoreKeeper in the Quarter Master's Department...” Also signed by Johnson's 
bitter political enemy, his Secretary of War “E.M. Stanton.” With assistant adjutant's dock¬ 
et and blue paper seal.

Juarez, Benito 

Revered Mexican politician (1806-72); served five times as president of Mexico from 1858, 
dying at his desk; leader of the reformist movement, he is generally regarded as his 
nation's greatest leader.

I have arranged for S enor P atoni to go talk to him...I have 
authorized him [Patoni] to take political and military command in Sinaloa and act with the appropri¬ 
ate energy...! thank you for the news you send about Vega's defeat, about which I hope to have confir¬ 
mation. There are continual reports that the enemy has already begun his march upon this State: but 
this news is still unconfirmed, meanwhile, General Carvafal has already left for the State of Durango 
with a detachment of troops and today must be in C errogordo..." In a postscript of January 2, he 
adds “Carbafal and Quesada have not continued their march...Five thousand men is the number 
believed to be advancing on this State and on Sonora."

(in Dutch) "received 10/13/1746." Addressing the justices and constables of Schenectady, 
Holland writes, "As his Majesties Service Requires a Large Number of Waggons and horses you and 
Each of you are hereby Required and Commanded in his Majesties name to Impress All the 
Waggons...that are within your Precinct so that they may be in the City of Albany, on thursday next 
to Transport his Mejesties Troops on the Intended Expedition against Canada, and Such and so many 
as do Refuse to Come you are hereby required to Levy the fine from Each of them and Let me know 
their names that |sic| may be prosecuted..." He promises to pay those who provide the 
required supplies the usual rate. Edge and fold wear, especially at top, a few spots of fox¬ 
ing, otherwise VG. The most daring event of the war had already taken place a year earli¬ 
er when New England volunteers and a small number of English regulars captured 
Louisbourg fortress on the St. Lawrence.

Italian inventor (1874-1937); best known for developing wireless telegraphy, the techno- 
for radio Outstanding association Autograph Letter Signed "G. Marconi," 
in English, 4 pp, small 8vo [5-3/4” x 4-3/4"], on stationery imprinted "203, Knightsbridge, 
S W.," |London], September 6, no year |ca 1909], The inventor writes "My dear Captain 
|William Turner|, I shall be coming again to New York on the good old 'Caronia' and am looking for¬ 
ward to meeting a good old friend - that’s you. Can you fix me up at your table ? Do if you can man¬ 
age it. 1 think old Davis will be coming with me but I'm not yet quite sure. Can you manage him too...I 
was told you had taken on the ‘Mauretania' some time ago, and 1 sent you a message of congratula¬ 
tion, but found [Capt lohn | Pritchard was still there. I was most interested last winter in the 'Caronia’s' 
wireless records, but I was not able to manage to come across you in the Mediterranean..." In a quick 
postscript, he adds "I'm going to Ireland tonight. If all right drop me a line to Marconi Station 
Clifden Connemara." Light age-toning, otherwise in very good condition. Though Marconi's 
wireless telegraph eventually led to radio, its first application was to enable ship com¬ 
munications in real time. The Caronia made good use of Marconi's invention at sea, 
famously reporting on April 14, 1912, the presence of "bergs, growlers, and ice" in the area 
where the Titanic would strike an iceberg the following morning; the ship also relayed the 
message to the rapidly sinking liner that the Baltic was racing to assist her. By that time, 
Capt. "Bowler Bill" Turner had succeeded Pritchard on the Mauretania. His next and final 
command was her sister ship, the Lusitania, on which he would perish with nearly 1200 
others when it was torpedoed by a German U-boat in 1915. A great letter associating 
Marconi with the century's two most famous - and famously doomed - ocean liners,

English courtier (1660/1-1744); she and her husband, (ohn (the age's greatest English mil¬ 
itary hero) were two of the most powerful people in the kingdom during the reign of 
Queen Anne; known for her exceptional intelligence and beauty. Choice partly printed 
Document Signed “S. Marlborough" at close as Duchess dowager, 1-1/2 pp, folio, no place, 
6/19/1728. She acknowedges payment in full from Sir Sidney Compton, who has trans¬ 
ferred all his right to a payment owed him by the crown to the Duchess, to Francis 
Godolphin (son and heir of Sarah's old ally Sidney Godolphin), William Clayton, and )ohn 
Hanbury, all as trustees of the late Duke of Marlborough. The original payment, explained 
in the printed portion on the first page, directs the Treasury to ‘‘unto the Right Honourable 
sir Spencer Compton...Five thousand Pounds, in Repayment of the Sum by him lent upon Credit...into 
the Receipt of His Majesty's Exchequer..." Also signed on first page by the Lords 
Commissioners of the Treasury “Cha-. Turner,” ‘‘Will Y onge” and “W m. Strickland" and by 
Auditor of the Exchequer, George Montagu, Earl “Halifax," and signed on the second page 
by Compton, Godolphin, and Hanbury. Reinforced at all edges and at hinge with a cloth 
mounting tape, covering right edge of text (but not signatures), which shows through 
clearly, and obscuring some of docket on integral page. Some minor blots and nicks, 
overall VG. Sarah had fallen from favor with Anne, but returned to the crown's good 
graces when George I, who had served on the continent with the Duke, was named king 
in 1714.

“Whereas Sarah Forst hath been recommended to me, as a sober and fit person to keep a House of 
Entertainment; and being requested to grant her a license for the same, I do hereby license and allow 
the said Sarah Forst to keep a Public House in the township of Selesbury...for selling wine, Rum, 
Brandy, Beer, Cyder, and all other spiritous liquors..." Countersigned by secretary T.M 
Thompson. With fine wax and paper Seal of the State below signature. Minor partial 
splits and dampstains at two folds far from signature, otherwise VG. . (photo - page 222) 

McKinley, William 

Twenty-fifth President of the United States (1843-1901, served from 1897); presided over 
the Spanish-American War, which saw the nation gain a global empire; assassinated by 
an anarchist at the Pan-American Exposition in Buffalo; earlier, Governor of Ohio; the last 
US President to have served in the Civil War. Partly engraved Document Signed “Wm. 
McKinley," 1 p, folio, Columbus, 4/13/1892. He names Henry E. Ford justice of the peace 
for the township of Burton in Grange County. Light folds, otherwise VG/F. (photo - page 
222 ) 

Mellon, Andrew W. 

American financier, statesman, and philanthropist (1855-1937); Secretary of the Treasury 
under Harding, Coolidge, and Hoover; made his fortune in banking, aluminum, and coal 
coke.

With four revenue stamps and 
f<>lded seal Manuel de la Pena y Pena - Mexican jurist and politician 1 1789-18501; twice 
served as interim president of Mexico (1847, 18481. MLS "Pena y Pena" as Minister of the 
Interior, 2 pp and one line, legal folio, Mexico city, 5/11/1837. He writes to the minister of 
the treasury about the distribution of money raised through the lottery. With the 
unsigned response attached between the second and third pages. Previously bound, 
probably in an archive.

3388 Mexico: Mexican War - Genl. Castaneda. 

Important archive of twelve military documents concerning Mexican Brigadier General 
Francisco Castaneda during the Mexican-American War. All are in Spanish. They begin 
March 19, 1846, in a Letter Signed from the left of the battle line at Rio Grande that he 
has received much-needed funds for his troops and will march to get them at Santa Rosa 
when horses become available. On April 5 he transmits dispatches based on reports he 
has received of a skirmish with Native Mexicans on March 27. A second report of the 
same date records a skirmish with "Indians" at the Cavillo hacienda, announcing that they 
harassed troops all the way back to camp, but not enough soldiers can be spared to 
respond. Four days later he reports that he has organized 30 men and dispatched them 
to pursue Native Mexican guerrillas near Rosas, warning that they may be headed there. 

On May 20, after US victories at Palo Alto and Resaca de la Palma, he writes from Nava 
(on the Rio Grande) that informants "leave us no doubt that soon our enemies will come to this 
frontier.. Impart patriotism in the inhabitants...so that the Auxiliaries will be ready now that their coun¬ 
try needs her sons more than ever...Their enthusiasm will be a credit in the face of our enemies the 
Yankees. Today I march for Rio Grande...” A month later, he laments that “if seems what little 
news we get must be disastrous...Four hundred men from the enemy army with four artillery pieces left 
Matamoros in the direction of R eynosa and Cadereyta on the 6h. If is not known if they will stay at 
that point or continue on to Laredo or here..." On June 28, he relays orders that deserters are to 
be returned to ordinary service due to the shortage of men In July he reports from El 
Pacuache that the "latest news is, the enemy is on the Nueces River. For that reason, they have not 
arrived...but I suspect that they will soon." Some days later, he reports their strength at 800 
men, instructing a subordinate to move the sick men to Peyotes where I expect to move...". By 
August 28, dragoons and volunteers under Lt. Col. William Harney had marched to El 
Pacuache to secure the city of San Antonio and continued on, leaving a small force at 
Pacuache; Castaneda, at Piedras Pinas, writes to a subordinate that it was the best oppor¬ 
tunity "to finish that handful of men who occupy that point" and calls on him to gather volun¬ 
teers from nearby communities. He adds that attempts are being made to block an attack 
on Mexico City, but "nothing has been told to me regarding Taylor, nor about my leaving for 
Monterey..." The Americans in camp were forced to retreat, but it was only a temporary vic¬ 
tory for the Mexican army. With much more content than can be related here. A few let¬ 
ters have a peppering of mold and worm visitation, but all are at least Good and most are 
VG. A most unusual look at the war, from the side of Mexican patriots who saw them¬ 
selves as defenders of their homeland, (photo - page 228) Est. 750-1,000 
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Mexico: Mexican War Letters, 1845-46. 

Four Autograph items relating to the Mexican War, including two with the writing of James 
K, Polk. Includes a January 3, 1845 letter to President-elect Polk with his Autograph 
Docket, unsigned, "W m. Nielson of New Orleans - recommended by M aj. Genl. Edwd. P. Caines 
& Capt Grayson for military Store Keeper or Purser of the Navy.” The letter contains the rele¬ 
vant recommendations. Polk had favored the annexation of Texas despite the certainty 
that it would mean war with Mexico. In a March 1846 letter from Baltimore, Lieutenant 
Garrett Barry, who would later leave the war due to an illness in his family, writes from 
Reynosa in July 1846 to a friend at home, "1 am...out of the states though the state of Texas is but 
across the river. This town...is situated on the Rio Grande about 50 miles by land...above M atamoros. 

Wo arrived at Point Isabel just two days after the fight and proceeded along the beach to the mouth of 
the river and marched up the south bank to a town called Burita...VJe proceeded to Matamoros and 
found the enemy had fled leaving the place with ammunition more than enough to supply our whole 
army..At is said that there are now about 26,000 troops below and more are pouring in every day. The 
General |Zachary Taylor] is making preparation by forwarding troops...The army will make a speedy 
movement on Monterrey...The political condition of this portion of the frontier of Mexico is such that nei¬ 
ther life nor property is safe..." In December, soldier Benjamin Wingate writes his parents 
from Jackson Barracks in Louisiana that he is well but is sad to hear of their "loanly condi¬ 
tion...Andrew leaving was very unexpected...You said you had my Horse yet I think that horses will take 
arise for the demand is grate, and if this ware should last with Mox/co provisions of all kind will take 
awrise then is the time for the farmers...We will leave here...for Tampico for to guard that place which 
has bin taken by our fleate we have our whole equipments at this time except our sabers and houl- 
sters...Our Saddels together with our equipments will weigh near 75 lbs The horses will have with a man 
of my size to carry a weight of 230 lbs...We are now on the old battle ground which will long be remem¬ 
bered where Gen. [Andrew] J ackson gave the read coats hell as we intend to do the Mexicans..." 

Finally, with a stamp-franked cover, postmarked Knoxville, 9/15/| 1846] bearing an 
Autograph Docket, unsigned, by President Polk, 2/20/47, sent to the War Department, 

‘‘J no. H. Crozier et al recommend Maj. Murphy for Asst. Commissary to Tennesee Volunteers." All

Mexico: Mexican-American War Letters, 1847. 

Seven Autograph Letters Signed by Americans involved in the war that seized over half of 
Mexico's territory and ultimately brought all or part of seven states into the Union. 

Includes an interesting letter written in Wallingford, CT, by G. Barry, a quartermaster 
recently back from Monterey who had resigned "on Genl. Scott's arrival at Tampico owing to the 
reception of bad news from Mrs. Barry's mother...that she was very dangerously ill...I should like to have 
been at the taking of Vera Cruz...as I had been in the Florida war and done arduous duty for the year 
in Mexico besides having been at the taking of Monterey..." A fully seven-page letter written in 
camp "near Monterey, Mex'o," in ]une by a Captain Eaton to his wife relates that he will 
soon take his troops to Matamoros. "It rains now here every day...But I am very well pre¬ 
pared...with my ample rubber coat... I feel a little down at leaving "HdQrs., where 1 have been on such 
good terms with our commanding general [Zachary Taylor {...There seems to be no prospect of an early 
peace..." With letters by Edward Sparrow to Sen. Henry Johnson of Louisiana in January 
and by C.F. Cleveland directly to President Polk (!) in June, each seeking appointment or 
promotions for friends. Another, written in July by A. Thouvenies, in New Orleans, dis¬ 
cusses a colleague who was taking goods from Matamoros to Monterey, presumably to 
sell the the US Army, and says to inform him he is going to Nacogdoches and then to 
Liberty or San Antonio. A September letter by Charles 1. Burgess in Buena Vista to his 
aunt in Princeton, NJ, complains that From continual withdrawals of [this division's] effective 
force, to reinforce the ‘Army of the South,’ it is reduced to a handful of troops to weak to advance; but 
amply supplied with munitiens and materiel of all descriptions, It presents a tempting inducement to the 
foe to attempt its annihilation. Heaven grant he ma so incline...The possibility of destruction is prefer¬ 
able to the seemingly hopeless inertness into which we slumber away our best energies.." Indeed, 

Mexican forces under Santa Anna had tried just that in January, but had been repulsed 
with severe loss, partly due to the actions of Col. Jefferson Davis. They were too weak to 
make another attempt. Indeed, once active hostilities had died down upon the capture of 
Mexico City in September, some soldiers could not wait to get home. In a letter written 
in Buena Vista in December, Virginian N. Pebworth writes his US representative, R. Kidder 
Meade, asking him to make another request (his earlier one had failed) to get his dis¬ 
charge, for “I am now in my 47 year and in the Servis 12 months and that is as much time as I have 
to devote...unless there was a greater Call for it. I was a vollunteer in the Florida Servis which makes 
twice if he [Gen. Taylor] will not grant it Please See Mr. Polk..." Sparrow letter with some sig¬ 
nificant partial splits, otherwise all are VG. (photo - page 228) 
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3391 Mexico: Mexican-American War Letters 1848. 

Eight Autograph Letters Signed from Americans about different matters toward the end 
of the war. For many soldiers, boredom had set in, as Merret McKiney writes his brother 
Charles from Santillo on January 20: "We are still encampt at the same place...I see tittle prospects 
for us to leave here shortly we are still lying here eating and drinking on expenses doing no good for our 
selves nor no body else..." A few days later, a soldier writes a wounded friend who has gone 
home to Kentucky, "I will not joke you a bout your...wound, I expect it has caused you a great deal 
of pains...Let me advise you as a Friend, for God sake don't leave home and lovers and Friends to Invade 
a Enemys country...You know that Genl. |second in command under Zachary Taylor William 
O.] Butler had to return home for the thing and if you should start wee will meet you at New Orleans 
for we will leave for home soon 1 beleave...The fine city which we are in...is Indisscribeable. The Beauty 
of it is so great, but what makes It...more Beautiful! to the American Eye is to see our Banner Floating 
at the masthead on the capital. The hall of Montezuma as it is termed or the Great Palace..." A Capt. 
Andrew Porter writes from the same place on lanuary 29 to inform lames Carroll of 
Virginia that "Thos. P. Boland is alive and in the enjoyment of good health. He...has conducted him¬ 
self with gallantry..." In March, a Chicagoan jokes to a colleague in Milwaukee about a land 
deal, referring to the money that the US offered to Mexico for land won in the war: "in ref¬ 
erence to the annexation of my of my seignory at Kenanee.,.1 find you so hard a negociator, that it may 
be better for me to employ Santa Anna to trade with Mr. Polk, who has paid some hundred and fifty 
millions of dollars, & 20,000 Citizens, for a Mexican desert..." Though a basic peace treaty had 
been signed in February, on May 1 a Tennessee soldier writes his father that "We are yet 
encamped at Molinos Del Rey" but "I am fit as a bear of the Rocky mountains." In early June, a 
Talahassee man writes Adjutant General Jones for information "about my son William T. 
Bezean...who was killed between Comorgo [sic, Camargo\in the 150 train..." A few days later, a 
Mexican writes from the capital (in Spanish) that American troops will soon leave and 
meat sells very cheaply now that their demand for it has disappeared. Finally, in October, 
a Milwaukee man writes to Adjutant General R. (ones to ask about a man who purport¬ 
edly volunteered for the army in 1846 and was never heard of again, With expected 
defects, overall VG. Plenty of good content too lengthy to report here! (photo - page 228) 

3392 Mill, John Stuart 

English philosopher and statesman (1806-73); foremost developer and advocate of 
Utilitarian doctrine of the "greatest good for the greatest number”; championed women's 
rights, human liberty. Choice Autograph Letter Signed J.S. Mill," 1-1/3 pages, 8vo, on 
black-bordered mourning stationery, "Blackheath Park," (London], "Ian 27, 1859." He 
writes "To the Secretary of the Society for Promoting the Amendment of the Law" to send thanks 
to the group for "the honor they have done me in electing me a member...and to inclose an order on 
my banker for the annual payment of my subscription..." Second page tipped to a slightly larg¬ 
er sheet. In very good condition. Not three months earlier, Mill had lost his wife and long¬ 
time collaborator, Harriet Taylor Mill, to tuberculosis while they were visiting France. 
Though, as shown by this letter, he maintained his involvement in progressive causes - 
the society to which he subscribes here aimed to reform the British legal system - Mill 
became a recluse, and died fifteen years later in the house he had bought in France near

Pulitzer-prizewinning American playwright and screenwriter (1915-2005); wrote the mod¬

3403 Native Americans: Wounded Knee Massacre Dark incident in 1890 when US soldiers 

fired on a Lakota encampment, killing over 150 people and wounding 89, many of them 
women and children; to this day, it is uncertain who was responsible for the skirmish; it 
marked the end of the last Native American uprising against the United States. 

Outstanding content Autograph Letter Signed "J.R. Kraus," 3-1/2 pp, 4to, no place or 
date. He writes to a Mrs. Camilla Lippincott, daughter of Luther R. Hare [who was with 
the 7th Cavalry but not present at the battle due to illness], about the massacre, claim¬ 
ing he was not involved but was nearby, and contradicts the statement of the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs, )ohn Collier: "He fias preferred to broadcast to the people of the 
US a statement from Indian sources...suggestions that are false, suppressions of the truth, and false 
statements...This armed hand had left its reservation to come down and join the Sioux at the Pine Ridge 
Agency who were in a great state of excitement over the Ghost Dancers. The 7th Cavalry were sent 
out...The Indians surrendered hut were unwilling to give up their arms...Capt. Walker’s [skirmish 
line| troop was interposed between the body of Indian men and the tepees..." After the Lakota were 
told to surrender their weapons, "the Indian medicine man began to make a speech. Suddenly he 
stopped and gathered a handful of dust which he threw into the air. At this signal the Indians threw off 
their blankets and opened fire with the repeating rifles, which they had concealed beneath them...The 
soldiers...fired a volley at which the Indians broke and ran toward their tepees, killing Captain Wallace 
and the skirmish line in their way. They then retreated fighting obstinately men women & children 
mingled together and it was in this retreat that a number of women and children were killed and wound¬ 
ed...The picture drawn by the Commissioner is that of a prearranged massacre of peaceable Indians..." 

In a postscript he further excoriates Commissioner Collier. The letter includes a sketch on 
the third page of the positions of the soldiers and the natives. A very clean letter, with 
some fold wear, but overall VG/F. Kraus's version of events includes many details that 
have been interpreted differently by different parties, including the toss of dust, which 
some say was a signal and others say was part of a ritual.

We may 
give her a ticket as a Christmas present...” The last sends thanks for remembering her birth¬ 
day and complains that "We are not in the house yet - what a long wait it has been. However, by 
the first ofapril D-Day should be here. In the meantime, storage and transportation amounted to more 
of the furniture. Just thinkofall the new things it would buy!!..." All three with original envelopes.

Philip II of Spain* 

King of Spain and Portugal (1527-98, ruled Spain from 1556, Portugal from 1581); reigned 
at the height of Spanish power; sent the doomed armada against England; ended 
Ottoman dominance in the Mediterranean; as husband of Mary 1, briefly king consort of 
England.

I dread it, and my heart aches with 
the continual and bitter remembrances of last year, and every day is an anniversary which ‘brings back 
on the soul the grief wh. it would fling, aside forever.’...For ten days poor little Ben has been constant¬ 
ly needing attention, with feverish tendencies. He seems likely to have a more quite night and the doc¬ 
tor thinks is much relieved in consequence of calomel taken thru the night before....His timidity has all 
come back upon him, and he seems hardly willing...to step out of the house and is exceedingly terrified 
if a stranger happens to come into the kitchen when he is there, even if only the baker who he has been 
in the habit of seeing so long. He has enjoyed having Mary here until these two days...She made a veil 
at Mrs. Newhall’s after her return this afternoon, and then regaled herself with a small pie...She is very 
amiable and kind to Benny, and altho' I do not curb her inclinations very much, yet is always willing 
to do what I really require...She misses the excitements of home and the society of her brothers..." She 
finishes up with much local news. Some uneven toning, especially on last two pages and 
at folds, pencil note on address panel, partial hinge split, otherwise VG. Mrs Pierce's "bit¬ 
ter remembrances" were about the death of her son Frank, who had contracted a fatal 
bout of typhus in November 1843. She doted all the more on little Benjamin, and the pre¬ 
sent letter indicates that he was unusually shy, perhaps prone to the same asocial habits 
as his mother.

Shaw, George Bernard* Irish playwright (1856-1950); among his classics are M an and 
Superman, Major Barbara, and Saint loan; noted for his witty social commentary, gruff 
humanism, and mastery of the 'theater of ideas'. Lengthy, outstanding content 
Autograph Letter signed "G. Bernard Shaw," 3-1/4 pp, 8vo, London, 2/28/1900 He writes 
A[leksander] M[arien| lasienski of Warsaw, Poland, that "It is impossible for me to give you 
much information about the English stage in a necessarily brief letter. The best known dramatic authors 
now at work in London are Arthur Wing Pinero, Henry Arthur Jones, and Sydney Grundy...Among 
the younger men, Anthony Hope Hawkins, J.M. Barrie, and D. ( sic) Conan Doyle all made their rep¬ 
utations as novelists...The history of the English drama in the first half of the XIX century is not worth 
writing...Shelley and Browning wrote poetic plays; but they were only read, not acted...In 1860-70 a 
revolution was made...by the plays of Robertson—the so-called ‘cup and saucer drama'...In 1889 a 
great change was made by the performance of Ibsen's ‘Doll's House'.

Taft, William Howard

Titanic 

The tragedy of the RMS Titanic was a media sensation at the time and has become an 
enduring cultural memory from the early 20th century. Built to be the unsinkable crown 
jewel of transatlantic luxury travel, she struck an iceberg on her maiden voyage from 
Southampton to New York, with stops in Cherbourg and Cobh (then known as 
Queenstown). Sinking in less than three hours, she took with her 1517 of her 2223 pas¬ 
sengers and crew, most of whom died of hypothermia in the frigid waters off Nova Scotia.

A salesman for Eaton's, the Canadian 
department store, he writes to Mr. W. Depmeyer in Berlin, a colleague he had apparently 
met during the European business trip from which he was returning. He pens, “I am sorry 
that I neglected to send you a wire on the first of April but I forgot | sic] all about it until Tuesday, you 
see. 1 arrived in London Late Sunday and I was very busy all day Monday and I forgot all about it how¬ 
ever. I hope that you will accept my good wishes now even if they are a bit late. 1 hope to see you next 
year and that you and your good wife will enjoy good health...’' Second page folds closed to form 
a postal cover with White Star's logo on verso of cover and a 2-1/2 penny stamp on the 
address leaf. Uneven toning to first page and address page from prior display. Four plas¬ 
tic tape remnants on verso of first page and five on recto of second page, all at edges and 
none affecting readability.

It 
was not until she was about to depart for New York to meet him that she was informed 
that his body had been recovered in the frigid waters of the North Atlantic.

The first of her class, the Olympic 
was intended by White Star to surpass the superliners Lusitania and Mauretania of its main 
rival, Cunard Lines; launched in 1911, it suffered setbacks due to a collision with a Royal 
Navy ship that delayed the Titanic's launch as its parts were used for repairs; refitted after 
the Titanic tragedy, she would be the only one of her class to endure after the Britannic 
struck a mine in 1916 and was sunk.

Marker do Is may," written |une 12, 1911, informing the squash pro that “Rackets sent to 
Southampton by L and SW May Thirty first."

The organization was established at Brigham Young's demand, which 
conformed with long standing Church policy aimed at making Mormons economically independent of generally hostile 
Gentile (non-Mormon) inhabitants. There had been a number of co-operative stores before, but this was certainly the 
largest. Its charter provided for capital of $3 million dollars, divided into shares of $100 each. Sales were slow, and by 
1870 there were only 1990 shares sold among 600 shareholders. Alarmingly, four people owned no less than 1772 of the 
shares, leaving 218 shares to be distributed among the nearly 600 others. Since the whole purpose of establishing the co¬ 
operative was to sell goods uniformly throughout Utah at the lowest cash prices, free of Gentile competition, it was ap¬ 
parent that the firm was not achieving its goal. Even so, 80 or so other co-operatives were set up in towns outside Salt Lake 
City. To get around this problem, all merchants, Mormon or otherwise, were invited to subscribe their inventories in lieu 
of cash for stock. Some $450,000 was raised in this manner despite Gentile objections. Branches were opened in four 
other cities, and to stretch capital, about $20,000 of co-operative currency was put out. When United States money became 
more available (and to avoid a clash with the Federal laws prohibiting private scrip) the co-operative currency was grad¬ 
ually withdrawn. (photo) Est.
